A charter amendment was 
granted the city of Atlanta last year,

This charge will be small, but in the 
aggregate will be sufficient to pay the 
expense of maintaining this depart- 
ment.

PUWER CASE APPEAL 
DISMISSED BY COURT 


Washington, January 7.—The su- 
preme court today dismissed as im- 
properly brought the appeal of 
Southern Power company to have set 
aside the order requiring it to sell to 
the North Carolina Publie Service 
company its electric power for use in 
operating street railways in and for 
sale to the publie in Greensboro and 
High Point, N. C. 

The Southern Power company con- 
tended that the North Carolina Publie 
Service company was a competitor, 
and sought to enjoin it from selling 
electric power and current to the citi- 
zens of Greensboro and High Point. 
It insisted that it was not engaged in 
the business of selling and distribut- 
ing electric current at wholesale and 
that it could not be required to sup- 
ply electric current to other public 
utility companies for resale.

THE MERITS OF CASTOR OIL. 


It hurts grandma worse than it 
hurts little HMennery himself, but she 
just has to give it to him. 

Among the great discoveries pre- 
dicted for the twentieth century there 
is to be a boy who demands castor 
oil on his pancakes, and perhaps a 


grandma who doesn’t give it on gen- 


eral principles. 


The second noblest profession har- | 
bors some hoary old superstitions, but | 
the castor | 


more antique than 
The chief merit of castor 
oil is its antiquity. Way back in 
old Rameses’ day castor oil was a 
sovereign remedy for most of the ills 
flesh was ancestor to. 

The next merit for castor oil is that 
it “produces the results.” Any doctor 
who prescribes it will tell you that. 
And it is true. It produces justifiable 
nausea in most cases; it produces 
many of the most obstinate cuses of 
constipation in children; it produces a 
feeling of disgust for medicine and 
doctors that carry the poor victims 
on to extravagant retaliation against 
the profession later in life; it produces 
a dread of the doctor. 

Castor oil, like a promisory note, 1s 
binding in effect. That is why it is 
nsed in the treatment of diarrhoea. 
Most all eathartics have a secondary 
binding effect, but castor oil partic- 
ularly. 

It is unnecessary and unkind to in- 
lict a dose of castor oil on a child 
when another physic will do as well. 
There are plenty to choose from. No 
need of selecting the crudest. Medicine 
mav be good even if it isn’t horrible. 

Good substitutes. for castor oil are 
the aromatic syrup of rhubarb (U. 
S. P.) in the same doses for the same

INCOME TAX IS NUTSHELL. 


WHO? Single persons who had 
net income of $1,000 or more or 
gross income of $5,000 or more, 
and married couples who had net 
ihcome of $2,000 or more or gross 
income of $5,000 or mure must file 
returns, 

WHEN? The filing period is 
from January 1 to March 15, 1924. 

WHERE? Collector of internal 
revenue for the district in which 
the persons lives or has his prin- 
cipal place of business. 

OW? Instructions to Form 
1040A and Form 140; also the 
law and regulations. 

WHAT? Four per cent normal 
tax on the first $4,000 of net in- 
come in excess of the personal ex- 
emption and credits for depend- 
ents. Eight per cent normal tax on 
balance of net income. Surtas 
fyom one per cent to 50 per cent 
on net incomes over $6,000 for the 
year 1923. 


Payment for services other than in 
money is subject to the income tax. 
The fair market value of the thing 
taken in payment is the amount to be 
included in income. For examp!e, 
the value of merchandise or goods 
received by a clerk in part payment 
for his services must be reported 4s 
income. The value of board and lod- 
ging constitutes taxable income to 
the taxpayer receiving it es compen- 
sation for services. The amount to 
be included is the amount he would 
pay in cash for similar a¢commoda- 


tions, 

Promisory notes received in pay- 

ment for services and not merely as 
security for such payment constitute 
income to the amount of their fair 
market value. Compensation paid an 
employee of a corporation in sharee 
of stock jis to be treated as if the 
corporation sold the stock for its mar- 
ket value and paid him in cash. 
_ Where living quarters, feod, cloth- 
ing, ete., are furnished solely for the 
convenience of the emplover—as, for 
example, in a logging or fishing camp 
—the value of such does not consti- 
tute taxable income to the employee. 
The rule applies to board and lodging 
furnished seamen. 

The value of board and lodging fur- 
nished hospital employees is to be re- 
turned as income, unless the employee 
is subject to duty at any time dur- 
ing the 24 hours of a day, and there- 
fore is required to accept quarters 
and meals at the hospital in addi- 
tion to his regular compensation.

With tears and blood streaming 
his face the negro laid his master 
tenderly upon the ground, and kneel- 
ing by his sidg, prayed that he might 
once more feel the sternness of his 
master’s command, or bask once more 
in his smile.

‘, 1907, Larry asked that he be al- 
lowed to dig the grave that wag to 
receive the casket of his beloved mis- 
tress. This was the last tribute to 
the master who had owned him in the 
days before the war. 

Uncle Larry was a familiar figure 
at all confederate reunions. He had 
made countless friends who will mis<« 
and mourn the noble servant of their 
comrade. Each year, before Unele 
Larry’s death, his friends contributed 
to a fund to defray his expenses to 
the reunions.

most to the ground, which attests to 
the severity of the weather just un- 
dergone.

Wite Is Injured 
By Bomb Thrown 
At Turk Ruler 


Athens, January 7.—The Mitylene 
correspondent of the Greek newspa- 
per Eleftheron Vemas tlegraphs that 
an unsuccessful attempt was made 
to assassinate Mustapha Kemal 
Pasha, president of the republic of 
Turkey, at Smyrna. The hand gre- 
nade intended for Kemal injured his 
wife. 


Mustapha Kemal Pasha, who on 
October 29, iast, became the first 
president of the new republic of 
‘Turkey, became prominent early in 
the world war in the young turk 
movement. It was because of his 
skill that the British were obliged to 
abandon the Gallipoli campaign. 
After the war he organized the now 
famous nationalist army, whose activ- 
ities led to the proclamation of a 
“holy war” against him and the dis- 
patch of the Greek army into Tur- 
key. After the defeat of the Greeks, 
Kemal established the government at 
Angora and was made president of the 
national assembly, which in Novem- 
ber, 1922, decreed the abolition of the 
Sultanate. He has recently been re- 
ported as suffering from ‘heart dis- 
ease. His wife, whom he married a 


vear ago. is the daughter of a Turk- 


ish merchant of Smyrna.

Exchange Is Natural. 

“Each region specializes on those 
products and activities for which it is 
best adapted,” he said, ‘‘and as there 
are sharp differences in climate be- 
tween northern and southern regions, 
so there are differences of products 
and activities. Hence, exchange ‘ 
natural and inevitable, and traffic 
flows from north to south and south 
to north. Year by year, as the United 
States becomes more highly develop- 
ed, we shall see the increasing impor- 
tance of these north-to-south and 
south-to-north movements of commodi- 
ties, merchandise and even the peo- 
ple themselves. They will be by rail- 
road, by highway, by ocean and in- 
land waterways and increase in trans- 
portation along these north-to-south 
ines.

Imgquestion 
whether diverS8ification can be car 
ried beyond this limit of natutal adap- 
tability, and I further question wheth- 
er, even if this were technically true, 
it would be economically profitable. 

“I have noticed a tendency lately 
for the farmer to study not merely 
how to raise more, but how to get 
more money for what he raises.

It is evident 
that on this point the south scores 
heavily. The south has actual or 
latent resources in agricultural prod- 
ucts, live stock products and mineral 
products. 

“Another essential to industrial 
growth is markets. It is true that 
in the past the south has not been 
especially favored in nearness to do- 
mestic markets. This situation would 
tend to be corrected in the future in 
two ways. 

Market Situation. 

“First, in the south itself there 
will grow up great populations with 
resultant markets. Second, the con- 
tinued development and improvement 
of transportation facilities will have 
the effect of bringing the great mar- 
kets in other parts of the country 
nearer to the south.
